SANTA ANA LEADERS BACK UP U. S. CONDEMNATION OF JAPA N 


INSIST THIS 
NATION STAY 
OUT OF WAR 

Praise Moral Support 
Given to League 

The U. S. state department’s 
formal condemnation of Japan as 
a treaty violator in China drew a 
varied response among Santa Ana 
business and professional leaders 
today. 

Here are some of the reactions; 

The Kev. Perry Schrock, Con¬ 
gregational minister: 

“The United States’ move to 
throw its moral support behind ef¬ 
forts of the League of Nations to 
halt the war may cause some dan¬ 
gerous entanglements, particularly 
if the nations in the League are 
just bluffing. If they prove sin¬ 
cere in their attempts to halt the 
war, however, the ‘moral support’ 
of the United States may prove 
a valuable weapon.’’ 

Dr. John Brown Mason, social 
science professor, Santa Ana Jun¬ 
ior college: 

“I warmly welcome the action 
of our state department in align¬ 
ing itself with the assembly of the 
League of Nations in formal con¬ 
demnation of Japan’s actions in 
Oiina. No other action was pos¬ 
sible or logical. We cannot iso¬ 
late oursel^s, and only Joint ac¬ 
tion on the part of most powers 
can have any Influence on Japa¬ 
nese policy.” 

Rev. Julia N. Budlong, official 
of the League of Women Voters: 

“As a member of the institute 
of International relations this sum¬ 
mer, I was one of those prepared 
to Indorse efforts of the United 
States to cooperate with other 
countries in an attempt to peace¬ 
fully solve existing problems and 
maintain peace throughout the 
world, and I believe that until we 
can be sure which cooperative 
moves will lead to peace and 
which to war, we had best sup¬ 
port the policy of our state de¬ 
partment,” 

Ridley C. Smith, attorney and 
school board member: 

“I don’t think we should do 
anything to involve ourselves in 
any complicating situations. It 
seems to me that the Japanese 
obviously are aggressors, and they 
should stay out of China. And 
whether they do or not, I don’t 
believe we should concern our¬ 
selves to such an extent that It 
may involve us.” 

Herbert L. Miller, tire dealer and 
ex-service man: 

“As long as America’s action 
is only a ‘mOfar condemnation of 
Japan’s policies in Asia, I believe 
it is a wise move, and 1 don’t 
believe the state department’s an¬ 
nouncement means the United 
States will back up its proUst 
with force. I think we should 
take every means possible to keep 
out of the Asiatic conflict, and 
I am sure 90 per cent of the oth¬ 
er ex-service men feel the same 
way.”

from Washington that the United 
States had condemned Japan’s in¬ 
vasion of China as a violation of 
her treaty obligations. 

No Immediate reply was ex¬ 
pected to the formal statement of 
the American state department, 
accusing Japan of violation of the 
nine power pact guaranteeing 
China’s territorial Integrity. 

The Domel (Japanese) news 
agency quoted unnamed foreign 
office officials as saying “Japan 
is confident she will prove equal to 
the contingency” even in the face 
of any concrete measures the pow¬ 
ers might take. 

WILL NOT PARTICIPATE 

The foreign office felt certain, 
in the light of the state depart¬ 
ment, Domei said, that the Wash¬ 
ington powers would meet in an¬ 
swer to a call from the League of 
Nations but “in the event of such 
convocation Japan will not partici¬ 
pate.” Japan is a signatory of the 
nine-power treaty. 

”No matter what decision such a 
conference should take,” Domei 
quoted the foreign office officials, 
"whether moral pressure, concrete 
measures or material sanctions 
against Japan, the empire’s funda¬ 
mental policy will remain un¬ 
changed.” 

The Japanese government was 
taken completely off guard by the 
American condemnation, one of the 
highest government officials said. 
“BADLY SURPRISED” 

“We are badly surprised and 
completely bewildered,” he de¬ 
clared. “We had been certain 
prior to this that the United States 
understood the situation better 
them any other country in the 
world. 

“We felt that the American pub¬ 
lic was completely enlightened on 
all Issues and Was traditionally 
neutral. The prevailing sentiment 
of the Japanese government is that 
there is no reason for the action. 
We completely fall to understand 
the American action which is 
bound to make a very bad impres¬ 
sion on the Japanese public."

the rescue home with bitterness 
and bewilderment in their hearts. 
They leave with an unshaken de¬ 
termination to go straight. Some 
thank God for the lessons they 
have learned, so that they will err 
no more. And 90 per cent of them 
do go straight. The Salvation 
Army knows, becau.se it keeps 
track of them when they go out 
for another brush with the world. 

Brigadier Benjamin C. Turner 
told 'ITie Journal today that the 
11 girls from Orange county this 
last year were given 1153 days of 
care. Nine babies were born to the 
girls, most of them just children 
themselves. The babies were given 
408 days of care, and the total 
cost to the Salvation Army for the 
11 girls was $1800. Five of those 
11 girls were from Santa Ana; 
others from other Orange county 
communities. 

BE.ST OF CARE 

Most of the girls have no mon¬ 
ey. Some can pay a dollar, but 
whether or not they have 5 cents, 
they get the same loving care. 
Altogether last year the home 
took care of 216 girls, to whom 
were born 178 babies. 

Girls 12 years old, some 14 and 
16 -a few older. They go to 
school, waiting to become mothers. 
Other girls don’t even know the 
real names of their classmates, 
unle.ss two girls develop a friend- 
•ship and they confide in each oth¬ 
er. Every attempt i.s made to 
•shield the girls from personal pub¬ 
licity that might do them harm. 

As they stay in the rescue 
home, gradually moral revolu¬ 
tion takes place. Brigadier Tur¬ 
ner said. Competent teachers in¬ 
struct them in character-building 
activities. Their hands and minds 
are kept busy, and slowly but 
■surely comfort comes to them and 
the bitterneas leaves their hearts. 
When they go back home, or go 
somewhere else to start life over 
again, 90 per cent of them re¬ 
main good girls, the brigadier 
said. 

The girl-mothers keep their ba¬ 
bies, in nearly every cause. Briga¬ 
dier Turner said that the Salva¬ 
tion Army does not advocate their 
giving up the babies. And after 
they go away, the nurses and

BIG INCREASE 
IN JUVENILE 
CASES AIRED 

Dr. Russell AcJdresses 
Kiwanians Here 

Citing a tremendous increase in 
juvenile delinquency in the past 
few years. Dr. Edward Lee Russell, 
psychiatrist for the Orange county 
juvenile court, yesterday presented 
a statistical analysis of the prob¬ 
lem at the weekly luncheon meet¬ 
ing of the Kiwanis club in Masonic 
temple. 

Incidence of delinquency in Or¬ 
ange county is far below the na¬ 
tional level, he said, but juvenile 
crimes, particularly the more se¬ 
rious offenses, have been steadily 
increasing. The nation’s total bill 
for juvenile delinquency, he de¬ 
clared, is between one and one-half 
to two billion dollars a year. 

He suggested no specific reform 
measures in dealing with delin¬ 
quents, but indicated the ultimate 
solution must be found in some 
type of broad-scale educational or 
preventive program.

In these instances no 
money is exchanged. The manager 
pays no film rental fee, but the in¬ 
dustrial producer pays the man¬ 
ager nothing to run his film.

But if you 
look around you can see, at spe¬ 
cial showings, the Inside story of 
tires, corks, cars, spark plugs, 
tooth pastes, ice boxes, railroads, 
whisky, biscuit, nickel fixtures, 
gasoline, and whatnot—free. 

NEW TYPE OF TRAILER 

Pat Dowling, one of Hollywood’s 
successful makers of industrial 
films, estimates that nine-tenths of 
the pictures of this type are not 
intended for the commercial the¬ 
ater, but go to schools, fairs, ex- 
hibils, and clubrooms, as well as 
to retailers and salesmen.

Mr. Taylor used a formula of Hilaire Hiler’s which 
consists of an emulsion made from beeswax, oil of 
spike, ammonia and turpentine, in conjunction with 
oil pigment. 

8. Then hold a dedication and forever bask In the light of 
community culture.

The pre-depression 
spirit of up-and-at-’em will again be the keynote of satis¬ 
factory living in this nation, and only laggards and slug¬ 
gards will much longer be satisfied with “getting by.”

It’s a Census ‘Estimate’ 

The unemployed “census” which is getting under way 
may not be of any great practical value in dealing with 
the serious national problems that are either dependent 
upon or related to the unemployment figure. 

On the strictly voluntary basis on which it is to be 
taken the “census” will be just as accurate as could be 
expected from a tabulation of 31,000,000 mailed requests 
and mailed answers. 

Under these conditions it might be better to call the 
enterprise a “census estimate,” for that is more nearly 
what it will be.
